They 
have their juſt Suſpicions and Apprehenſions; the 
Ruine of the Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Government, 
in the Reign of Her Majeſty's Grandfather; the 
diſmal Miſeries of thoſe Days, whoſe evil Conſe- 
quences ſtill affect us, and therefore cannot be for- 
gotten; beſides the Management, Gc. which 
ſome will tell you has been more lately us d, may 
jutly allarm them: And therefore they think 
that now or never is the time for them to provide 
fortheir own Safety, and the Security of the Eſta- 
biſhment in Church and State. And they think 
they have greater reaſon to do this, becauſe the 
Fury (to uſe the terms of the Speech) with which 
thus Bill is oppos d, does heighten the Jealouſie; for 
what great matter could this Bill produce, what 
hurt could it do them, if there were not ſomemhat 
nder their Clamours againſt it, and if they were 
(ot afraid that it ſhould put a ſtop to ſome De- 
ign, which it is not yet ſeaſonable for them to 
own?
